tourists repeatedly smashed 
the priceless masterpiece 
with a hammer 
The stunning vandalism 
was 
a 
crime 
without 
precedent at the Vatican 
and with few precedents 
anywhere in the modern 
world. The marble statue at 
St Peter’s Basilica of the 
Madonna 
cradling 
the 
crucified Jesus is one of the 
world's most famous and 
treasured works of art 
Most of the blows found 
their 
m ark 
Successive 
swings 
knocked 
off 
the 
Madonna's nose, smashed 
her left eye, clipped the left 
side of her marble veil and 
finally knocked off her left 
arm just above the elbow. 
Vatican officials called 
the damage serious, but said 
they hoped to restore the 
P i e t a 
q ui ckl y.

conceded it would never 
look the same again. 
Similar Case 
The only similar case 
inside St. Peter’s in modem 
times occurred in 1969 when

For only the second tim e in the history of the school, a Hancock college 
athletic team has been crowned state cham pion. 
The historic occasion took place Saturday night when the host Bulldogs 
downed a pitching-depleted C ollege of the Redwoods squad 5-2 in front of a 
large hom e crowd at Santa M aria's Elks Field to cop the state sm all schools 
crown. 
Sophomore second basem an Carlos Gonzalos cracked the gam es big hit 
for the Bulldogs in the triumph, and fleet Brian A sselstm e legged out his 
ninth hit in three gam es. But it w as the tough pitching of D ave Vosburg that 
led the D ogs to the victory. 
Vosburg becam e the third straight Hancock pitcher to turn in a com plete 
gam e triumph — a six-hit, one-walk and tw elve-strikeout perform ance. 
The other team s in the tournam ent including Redwoods, becam e short of 
pitching and w ere forced to com pensate by throwing infielders and 
outfielders on the mound 
Hancock was strong on pitching depth, and that depth separated them 
from the other team s. 
Redwood infielder Barry Scarpellino w as forced to m ake his second 
appearance of the year as a pitcher in the cham pionship gam e Saturday 
night because there just w eren't any other available arm s. Scarpellino 
pitched well despite his inexperience, but w as no match for Vosburg 
But Scarpellino proved he could hit with anyone, slam m ing a bases-em pty 
hom er off the Dog pitcher in the eighth inning. Scarpellion’s blast cam e one 
inning after Redwood catcher G reg Busey had ruined Vosburg s shutout 
with another single run blast over the fence. Only those two m istakes 
m arred a brilliant pitching perform ance by Vosburg. 
G onzalos and A sselstine supplied the offense for Vosburg against 
Redwoods. The Bulldogs scored an unearned run in the sixth to break open a 
scoreless gam e, on two Redwood errors and a single by Gonzalos.

Our own violence 


With Gov. George Wallace gunned down 
and paralyzed, sensitive Americans must 
have deeper doubts than ever about their 
ability to conduct their country’s aftairs 
with human civility. 
We have cruel realities to face anew 
today. In our history, we have killed or 
tried to kill more of our political leaders 
than almost any modern nation on earth. 
And, we seem unable to stop. 
Sage psychologists tell us that we as a 
people must not assume a burden of mass 
guilt for these violent disruptions of our 
public life. 


The layman can’t easily quarrel with 
that warning. But any amateur with a good 
eye and ear knows that Americans, taken 
together, practice far too much violence of 
all kinds. There has to be serious concern 
whether we are living in a stable society. 
Violent acts have for decades come

quickly 
to 
the 
surface 
in our

disputes. Racial tensions too often have 
exploded in riot. In recent times, the 
violent 
demonstrations 
for 
asserted 
political or other purposes have frequently 
turned our streets and college campuses 
into destructive battle scenes. 
Now we can’t blame all of this on the 
Vietnam war, because most of it has been 
going on a lot longer than that. 
If we are ever going to have a civilized 
society in this country, we re going to have 
to stop pretending that peace and justice 
are served by taking to the streets with 
rock, gun and torch. We re going to have to 
stop arguing that so long as the cause is 
good, the method is not important. 
In a stable, free society, how you live, 
how you pursue your goals, is everything. 
And these days, we Americans are doing 
very badly.

It would raise anew the specter of a 
first-strike capability with which 
one side or the other could knock out 
the power to retaliate. 
That has been for some years a 
phony, a bogey, used more often 
than not as propaganda by the 
weaponeers for new and

complex systems of annihilation 
Each side has built up nuclear 
overkill two or three times more 
than enough to wipe out the other 
side's population and production 
centers No matter how massive a 
first strike a hundred or so 1CBMS 
— out of 1,200 or more in place — 
would be bound to survive and get 
through to the principal targets. As 
both Washington and Moscow know, 
this would be destruction enough. 
Once the specter of a first strike is 
laid to rest there can be continuing 
progress in later SALT negotiations 
on cutting back offensive weapons,

airborne. The agreement presently 
being buttoned up does not provide 
for a reduction in the number of

place It calls for a freeze with a

This is spelled out not in the body 
of the treaty but in an executive 
agreement. It will, however, as now 
contemplated go up for approval by 
the Senate along with the limitation 
on defensive missiles Under that 
limitation each side is to have two

launchers each. One of America s 
Safeguard ABM missiles might, as 
presently contemplated, be located 


near Washington, the other in the 
west at one of the sites where 
construction

forward in defense of an IUBM 
complex. 
In its present stage the Safeguard 
ABM is an experimental device, 
with many distinguished scientists 
in the weapons field convinced that 
as currently conceived it would not 
ward off incoming missiles. The 
giant radar at the core of Safeguard 
has never been proved out in 
relation to the auxiliary radars. An 
unanswered 
question 
is 
what 
altitude the incoming weapons could 
be destroyed and whether their 
destruction might not result in a 
lethal fallout. 
The pressure of the weaponeers to 
defeat the treaty will bear down 
hard on the threat that Russia s 
large

converted overnight into Safeguards 
by equipping them with nuclear 
warheads. The specialists here say 
this is nonsense, sheer propaganda. 
As the likelihood of an agreement 
has increased, the scare propaganda 
has grown more shrill. First it was 
the giant SS-9 missile the Soviets 
were said to be installing in large 
numbers 
When this ran out, the 


p ro p ag an d a 
tu rn ed

mysterious big holes that were 
reported in preparation for even 
larger missiles than had ever before 
been installed. If the SS-9 packs a 
punch 
of 
30 
megatons 
— 
the 
equivalent of 30,000,000 tons of TNT 
— then the newest missile nowhere 
in view would be able to knock out a 
whole city. 
Both in Washington and here at 
the SALT talks there is confidence 
the treaty will be ratified by the 
senate with comparatively little 
conflict by a large majority. The 
weaponeers will still have a great 
many fantastically expensive toys to 
play with. One of them is ULMS, the 
long-range missile submarine, for 
which there is $600 million in the 
Defense Department's budget for 
next year. 
In short, this is not the millenium 
But if the agreement is finally 
signed in the glare of the television 
lights in the Kremlin, it will even on 
the cost side be a boon, since a price 
tag of $40 billion on a nationwide 
ABM system is probably a gross 
underestimate. The great boon will 
be lightening the weight of fear we 
all live under.
